A Spider's Bap Id Work. 


When the common geometrical spider 


baa made up its mind to spin a web, it 
commences operations by inclosing a cer- 
tain area with tbe foundation lines. To 
tbese radiating lines are fixed, generally 
about thirty in number, and all joining 
in tho center of the snare. When the 
radii are finished tbe spinner proceeds 
to weave the concentric lines, stretching 
them from one radiating thread to an- 
other, and forming them of the silk 
thictly studded with viscous drops. 
Starting from the center of the web, 
however, tbe first few concentric threads 
are •without this peculiarity, the reason 
being that the spider likes to sometimes 
sit in tbe middle of its web, and natural- 
ly does not caio to be incommoded with 
the -sticky matter which ifc prepares for 
the special benefit of its prey. 


When the snare is finished, a task 


which often does not occupy more than 
forty minutes in spite of the complicated 
nature of tbe work, tho spider weaves a 
cell in sorno secluded spot close at band, 
connecting it with the center of the web 
by means of a special thread. This, by 
its trembling, gives intimation of the 
cr.pturo of any insect in the web, and 
also forms a pathway by which the 
snugly ensconced spider is enabled to 
proceed on an investigating expedition. 
—Cornhill Magazine. 


The Sense of Smell. 


The eye is used only for seeing, and 


the ear for hearing, but the nose is one 
of the organs that serve a-double pur- 
pose. It is not only the seat of the 
sense of smell, but was intended to be 
tho principal organ through, which man 
should breathe. Its circuitous passages, 
warm and moist, protect the lungs bj- 
taking the chill from the inspired air 
and arresting irritating dust. 


The whole nose is not concerned in 


the act of smelling. The 
olfactory 


nerves, which alone take cognizance of 
odors, are situated in the upper third of 
the nasal chambers, out of the line of 
ordinary inhalation. For this reason we 
do not usually notice odors unless they 
are somewhat strong; but when we sniff 
—draw the air into tbe upper part of 
tbe nostrila and hold it there for a few 
moments—we become aware of tbe faint- 
est scent.—Youth's Companion. 


France's Executive. 


The president of France is chosen by a 


majority-vote of both branches of par- 
liament sitting together as a joint as- 
sembly, and bis term is seven years. 
Usually, however, he is compelled to 
step^down from office by pressure from 
parliament before his term ends. The 
constitution gives him the.authoriiy/to 
select a ministry, which must comprise 
members of parliament; to conclude 
treaties with foreign nations, to appoint 
to the chief military and civil posts, to 
pardon offenders, and in concurrence 
witbuthe senate to dissolve tho chamber 
of deputies and bring about a new elec- 
tion. These are the chief powers of the 
president. The present executive—Gar- 
net—was elected on Dec. 8, 1887.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

The Commercial Congress now in ses- 


Bioti at Kansas City is composed of dele- 
tes from the West and Booth. As ( 
natural consequent Western ideas prevail 
Tha Committee on Resolutions submitted 
two reports to the Congress. 


The majority favors the free and unlim- 


ited coinage of s'-lver; a UnS for revenue 
only; the suppression of trusts; the restor- 
ation of railroad land grant, to the public 
domain, when the conditions imposed by 
the Government have not been complied 
•with; the reclamation of arid lands, and 
several other tuipgs of minor importance, 


'lue minority report favors the free coin- 


age of American gold and silver on a ratio 
to be established by nn intsrn.ationul mone- 
tary convention, and a tariff for revenue 
with incidental proteoiion. 


The reports are simply expressive ot the 


political leanings o£ the members who 
adopted them. All are in favor of Etee 
.coinage and tariff reform, and differ only 
as to the silver that (hall be coined and the 
exttnt to which the tariff shall be reformed, 
As silver coins are no* accepted by all na- 
fons, ealighlened, semi-civilized barbarous 
and savage, as money, in exchange for 
commodities, no nation can have too much 
of it, ns it represents wealth even in the 
countries which 
have 
demonetized it. 


Therefore the coinage of the metal should 
not bo restricted to the American product. 


On the question of tariff, both reports 


agrea that it should be for revenuej though 
one favors incidental protection, and on 
the other matters there is no difference of 
opinion. 


Those sentiments, of course, will not be 


indorsed by the East, but if the West and 
South unite they can shape legislation, as 
Now England and the Middle States have 
done since the organization of the Gov- 
ernment. 


It will be observed that the Congress does 


not advocate free trade for the reason that 
it is impracticable so long as $350,000,000 
have to be collected at the custom bouses 
for the support of the Government, and the 
assertion that one of the great politic*! 
patties favors it is made only by dema- 
gogxies for deception and partisan pur- 
poses,

mortgage investigation, alleging among 
other things that it was conducted for par- 
tisan purposes. 
In reply Superintendent 


Porter denies that there is any evidence 
that the Census Office conducted the farm 
mortgage investigation for partisan pur- 
poses. He says the desire has simply 
baen to ascertain tha truth in regard to the 
indebtedness ot the people of the United 
States. At the present time the Census 
Office is completing the collection of facts 
in regard to farm and home ownership in 
Kansas and neighboring States and needs 
the co-operation of the farmers. 
The 


Advocate's allegation that the inquiry is 
being made for party purposes has a 
tendency to prejudice the fanners against 
the Census Officials, and the statistics will 
not be as correct as they otherwise might 
be. In many parts of the country the 
Census Eumerators made no effort to 
ascertain the amount of farm mortgages, 
though it seems that it eould be definitely 
determined by the records of the several 
conn ties.

If 
Gould had attended the meeting of the Ad- 
vUory Board of the Western Truffle As 10- 
oiation this week, it was the intention of 
President qughett of the Northwestern to 
have had an understanding on the question 
of the division of the through rates between 
that road and the Union Pacific.

been asserted that the ten-year traffic con- 
tract with the Northwestern has been 
ignored by the Union Pacific since Mr. 
Gould obtained control, through business 
being largely diverted to the Missouri Pa- 
cific. 
The Northwestern people have been 


growing indignant, and when it was found 
that Gould had no intention of attending 
the meeting, Bngbitt telegraphed the fact 
to New York. The result was that Van? 
derbilt, Depew, Bossiter and Twombley 
immediately started West in aepfcial train. 
It is said that their object was to reach 
Denver in advance ot Gould, and bs the 
first in the field in making preliminary ar- 
rangements for carrying out their plans. 
These plans, it in alleged, involve the ulti- 
mate extension of the Northwestern to 
Ogden. 


The Fremont, Eikhorn & Missouri Val- 


ley division already reaches Fort Caepcr, 
and the laying of two or three hundred 
miles of track in a southwesterly direction 
will connect it with the Central Pacific at 
Ogden, 
When this is done the North- 


western will parallel the Union Pacific its 
entire length, and will possess immense ad- 
vantage in having Chicago as a terminus. 
It is said that this step has been contem- 
plated for a long lime by the Vanderbilt 
interests, but the scheme was abandoned 
when the traffic contract between 
the 


Northwestern and Union Pacific was per- 
fected. 
Now that the contract is a dead 


tetter, the Northwestern will no longer de- 
lay in establishing itself on an independ- 
ent footing. 
Should the plan be carried 


out it can hardly fnil to work a consider- 
able injary to the Union Pacific. Farther- 
more, it would limit the effect of the pro- 
posed Gould-Huntfngton combination in 
the Southwest, and save to Chicago and 
the Northwest much business that will 
otherwise be diverted to other routes.

Francisco Star, which can tends that as a 
rifled oannon can throw a projacti'.a which 
will pierce the armor of an ironclad vessel 
four miles away, and torpedo boats can 
destroy any armored vessel now or ever 
likely to be afloat, it is useless to thmw 
money away on expensive n \viea. It is 
conceded by the best authorities that the 
Italian, armored 
vessels 
cannot carry 


enough coal across the Atlantic] to make 
them serviceable on this side of the ocean, 
and that rifled cannon and torpedo boats 
would destroy them the moment they 
reached our harbors, thus proving that 
money expended in the construction of 
such monsters is thrown away. Why Ihen 
should the United States spend millions in 
constructing such vessels, as they are 
worthless at home and cannot be used iu 
foreign ports? It is neither politic nor pa- 
triotic to tax people for such purposes. 


The Commercial Congress. 


Special to the Journal. 


KANSAS CITS, April 17.—The majority 


report of the Committee on Resolutions 
favoring the adoption by Congress of a law 
authorizing the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver and the issuance of a sufficient 
amount of legal tender notes to be re- 
deemable iu both gold and silver, to restore 
the equilibrium between money and all 
other products; favors a tariff for revenna 
only and urges that Congress enact laws to 
place the tariff upon a purely revenue basis 
at as early a date as practicable; declares 
that the interstate commerce of the country 
should be controlled by the ^General Gov- 
ernment; favors the improvement of the 
Mississippi river; the construction of the 
Heunipen canal and other water ways by 
the Government; tho equalization of taxa- 
tion; a national bankrupt law; the sup- 
pression of trusts and combines; 
amend- 


ments to the immigration laws; restoration 
of railway land grants to the public domain 
and opening of surplus land to settlement; 
reclamation* of arid lands; enactment of 
laws to prevent dealing in futures; and 
commends the Secretary of Agriculture for 
his efforts toward the removal of the re- 
striction on foreign meat trade. 


The minority report favors the free and 


unlimited coinage of American gold uncl 
silver on a ratio established by an interna- 
tional monetary convention, which shall 
make silver and gold of equal purchasing 
power, and favors tariff for revenue with 
incidental protection. 


Colonel A. O. Fisk, of Denver, delivered 


an address upon irrigation. 
It was esti- 


mated that there are 1,000,000square miles 
of arid lands iu the Western country that 
oou'd be made productive by irrigation. 
At the minimum price of public lands, 
$1 25 per acre, this land had a value of 
$800,000,000. 
At $30 per acre, a moderate 


estimate ot the-value whenirrigated.it 
would be worth $19,200,000,000. If these 
lands were properly provided with water 
one could scarcely contemplate what an 
empire of population and wealth it would 
contain. It waa said that the people of Ihe 
regions that desired irrigation, sbonM pro- 
vide it themselves. 
Without this the agri- 


cultural lands would never be settled, end 
there would be no people to provide irriga- 
tion. The Government should start the 
work. 


I'oteiit New Drinks, 


New York H<raia, 


Have you tried an oyster cocktail or a 


eafe royal Trapped? 


Up in the great white niarbel palace at 


the corner of Fifth avenue and Thirty- 
fourth street the two new drinks are all the 
rage. The young bar-keeper of the Man* 
hattan club, who dispenses drinks over the 
Mexican onyx bar in the basement of the 
clubhouse, is responsible for the two in- 
novation*. 


The oyster cocktail will revivify a corpse 


and stimulate the jaded taste of a man of 
leasnra. As an off-hand drink, however, 
it does not fall in the same class with 
other 
cooktailn, 
inasmuch 
as alcohol 


does not enter into ita composition. 


It is made as follows, The juioe of half 


a lemou is strained into a large goblet, to 
which is added a dash of Tabasco sauce, 
a teaapoonful of pepper sauce, a trace of 
vinegar, a pinch of salt, a suggestion of red 
pepper and a slightly larger quantity of 
white pepper. Thrs entire array forms but 
but the seasoning for the liquor of half a 
dozen freshly opened, succulent Bine Point 
oysters, which is next added to the con- 
tense of the glass, and completes the cock- 
tail. 


The idea of the newly-devised drink is to 


combine the perliminary cocbta'l and 
the first course of a dinner. 
Witn this end 


in view half a dozen oysters are submerged 
in the liquid and are allowed to stand for a 
brief period, after which they are drawn 
forth singly with an oyster fork and eaten. 


The balance of the liquor that remains 


in the glass serves the purpose of washing 
down the repast. It is a hot bat very stim- 
ulating drink. The other course of the 
dinner follow. 


Upon completing a dinner thus begun 


the other novelty, trapped cafe royal, is in 
order. It consists of three-fourths of black 
coffee and one-fourth brandy, frapped in a 
cooler, and drunk while the mixture is yet 
in a semifrozen elate. It is very potent. 


After a dinner begun with an oyster oook- 


taii and polished off with a cafe royal frap- 
ped, a man of sixty is fit to run a footrace 
with a boy of sixteen from the corner of 
Fifth avenue and Thirty-fourth street to 
Central Park and return.

To the Assessors aud Commissioners o 


the several counties of this State: 
GENTLEMEN: With the prescribed form; 


herewith enclosed, the Board desires ti 
present a few suggestions end instruction 
to assist yon in yonr assessing, and in mak 
leg jour equalization thereon. 


The first and most important part o 


yonr duty will be a just and equitable as 
eessment of all property within yonr oonnty 
in strict compliance with the law, am 
bearing in mind that the term "full cash 
vulue" means the amount at which th 
property would be appraised if taken in 
payment of a just debt due from a solven 
debtor. 
Yon will, of coarse, exercise yon; 


very best judgment in fixing the value o 
the several classes of property, regardless 
of any former assessment. 
In assessini 


live stock it is the desire of the Board tha 
yon should classify snob stock, to-wit 
Thoroughbred, graded, American common 
etc., and fix the value of each grade. 


If tbe Assessors and Commissioners per 


form their fall dnty nnder the law it wil 
result ia a very material enhancement in 
value ot the aggregate property of th 
State, and will not necessarily affect thi 
taxpayer, inasmuch as the rate of assess 
ment will be lowered in proportion. 


Yonr particular attention is directed to 


the fact that Section 1 of tbe new Kevenu 
law, approved March 23, 1891, copies o 
which have been mailed yon, lowers the 
State tax rate from ninety cents to seventy 
cents on the one hundred dollars, and you 
are instructed to conform thereto. Yon 
will will also notice that said law affixes t 
penalty for any lack of doty on the part o 
Assessors; therefore, be diligent in nsctr 
taining all property within your respective 
counties subject to taxation, and you wil 
thus greatly aid the State Board in its 
dnties.

It Twenty Years 


The public park question was agitatec 


twenty years ago, and the JOURNAL had 
the following on the subject in December, 
1870:

ADVANCE IN MEDICINE. 


REMARKABLE PROGRESS MADE TO 


PREVENT DISEASES. 


The Improvement In Medical Science Ha* 


Been In Three Distinct Directions—Ne- 
cessity of Cleanliness Is the Greatest 
Factor in Modern Treatment. 
"Emancipation from the thraldom of 


authority in which it was fast bound for 
centuries," said Dr. Osier, "medicine has 
progressed with extraordinary rapidity, 
and even within the present generation 
has undergone a complete revolution. 
The advance has been in three directions. 
First, in the prevention of disease. A 
study of the conditions tinder which epi- 
demics develop has led to the important 
work of sanitary science. For fifty 
years the watchword of the profession 
in this matter has been 'cleanliness;' and 
clean streets, good drains and pure wa- 
ter have in many towns reduced the 
mortality from certain diseases 60 per 
cent. 


"In this department certainly medi- 


cine has achieved its greatest victories. 
It is a thought full of encouragement 
to know that such diseases as typhoid 
fever and diphtheria may ultimately be 
stamped out and be as rare among us as 
leprosy and smallpox. In this work the 
profession requires and can often obtain 
the intelligent co-operation of city au- 
thorities and the public. People scarce- 
ly understand how much has already 
been done, nor do they yet appreciate 
the possibilities of preventive medicine. 


PUBLIC KNOWLEDGE. 


"The 
second great advance which 


medicine has made relates to the knowl- 
edge which has been gained of the agents 
producing diseases. Dating from the 
studies on fermentation by Pasteur, and 
the early work of Lister, we have gradu- 
ally learned to recognize the importance 
of the structures known as bacteria, 
which has revolutionized the practice of 
surgery and g^necology. Today surgery 
is a new art, and hundreds now recover 
after operations from which hundreds 
previously died. The information which 
we now have on these subjects has been 
slowly and painfully acquired, here a 
little and there a little; but the outcome 
of it all is that as clean streets and good 
drains and pure water mean municipal 
health, so absolute cleanliness and ab 
sence of contamination mean in great 
part freedom from infection. 


"So universally present are the infect- 


ive agents, particularly of suppuration, 
that it is only by the most scrupulous 
care that the infection of wounds can be 
prevented, and it is now generally ac- 
knowledged that the highest type of this 
antisepticism is obtained, not by the 
use of various solutions which destroy 
the germs, but by such measures of clean- 
liness as effectually prevent the possibil- 
ity of their presence. 


"The researches showing the relation 


of special microscopic organisms to spec- 
ial diseases are likely to lead to the most 
important results. The cultivation of 
the germs of disease outside of the body 
has enabled us to study the products of 
their growth and' in several instances 
from them to obtain materials which, 
when injected into an animal, act as a 
sort of vaccine against the disease itself. 
The hope of obtaining in some of the 
most important diseases vaccines which 
will bear the same relation to them as 
ordinary vaccine to smallpox is very 
reasonable and likely ere long to be real- 
ized. 
In another direction, too, the 


studies of Koch have shown that in the 
growth of these bacilli materials are ob- 
tained which may act most powerfully 
upon the body and attack the elements 
of the disease itself. His discovery of 
the action of the product of the growth 
of the tubercle bacilli upon tuberculous 
tissue ranks as one of the most remark- 
able of late years, 


CHANCES OF LIVING MCE BETTER. 
'But 1 hear the householder say: 'All 


that is very well, but Tommy gets the 
measles and Mary has the mumps and 
Susie gets Ijjie whooping cough just as 
my grandmother tells me her children 
had fifty years ago. My doctor's bills 
are possibly u, little larger than were 
father's, and 1 know his drug bill could 
not have been as heavy as mine for the 
last quarter.' 
This may be perfectly 


true, toi the millenium has not yet come, 
but it is perfectly true that today Mrs. 
Houscholder'a risks have been reduced to 
a minimum in the necessary domestic 
emergencies, and her children's chances 
of reaching maturity have been enor- 
mously enhanced, 


"Thy third great advance has been the 


difhibion in the profession and among 
the public of more rational ideas upon 
the treatment of disease. Dieting and 
nursing have supplanted in great part 
bleeding and physicking. We know now 
that a majority of febrile affections run 
a definite course uninfluenced by drugs. 
We recognizo daily the great fact that 
disease i.-, only a modification of the nor- 
mal processes of health, and that there 
is a natural tendency to recover. We 
cannot (l:tim in the medicinal treatment 
of difaea.Mj to have made great positive 
advance*, still we have learned not to 
do what we did is for tho poor patients 
a great gain. The past half century 
has placed only a half dozen absolutely 
indispensable drugs which must be used 
by all indiscriminately who p/«ctice the 
healing art. 


"A desire to take medicine is perhaps 
the great feature which distinguishes 
man from other animals. Why this ap- 
petite should have developed, how it 
could have grown to its present dimen- 
sions, what it will ultimately reach, are 
'interestingproblems too deep for me. 
, 
"Some of the brightest hopes of hu- 


Jmbnity are with the medical profession. 
Disease will always be with us, but we 
may look forward confidently to the 
time when epidemics shall be no more, 
when typhoid shall be as rare as typhus 
and tuberculosis as leprosy. Man, nat- 
urally u transgressor daily, both in ig- 
norance ivnd deliberately breaking the 
laws of health, will always need doc- 
tors, but the great get np of preventable 
diseases will disappear. The progress 
will be gradual.
